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CALCULATION  OF  THE  APPROXIMATE  NUMBER 
OF  DIES  AND  DIE  COMBINATIONS  OF  ANCIENT 
COINS  FROM  DIE  LINK  STATISTICS

Estimation  of  the  average  lifetime  of  dies  for  Crepusius  denarii 

Since  the  obverse  dies  of  Crepusius  contain  unique  combinations  of  a  group  symbol 
and  a  letter  of  the  Roman  alphabet  and  since  the  reverse  dies  are  numbered  from  1  to 
519,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  further  information  by  studying  the  range  of  reverse  die 
numbers  for  each  group  of  obverse  die  links.  Table  V  contains  the  reverse  die  numbers 
for  groups  of  obverse  die-linked  Crepusius  coins  having  at  least  four  die  links.  The 
range  of  numbers  for  each  group  of  obverse  dies,  namely  the  highest  reverse  die 
number  less  the  lowest  reverse  die  number,  is  of  great  importance. 

Buttrey11  has  estimated  that  1206  obverse  dies  and  1310  reverse  dies  were  struck 
for  all  Roman  denarii  during  82  b.c.  Based  on  320  working  days  per  year,  Buttrey

calculates  that  the  Crepusius  dies  were  struck  for  — x  320  =  127  days,  or  about

=  4.1  reverse  dies  of  Crepusius  denarii  retired  from  service  on  the 


average  each  day.  Using  these  numbers  and  the  average  range  of  reverse  die  numbers 
for  obverse  die  links,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  an  approximate  value  for  the  average  life¬ 
time  of  Crepusius  dies. 

Several  simulations  were  made  of  the  typical  random  linking  of  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse  dies  which  must  have  occurred  in  the  Roman  mint :  numbered  wooden  spheres 
(from  a  Bingo  game)  were  used  to  represent  the  reverse  die  numbers,  and  flat,  wooden 
letters  (from  a  Scrabble  game)  represented  obverse  dies.  The  numbered  spheres  were 
chosen  at  random  by  rotation  of  a  spherical  cage  containing  numbers  representing  a 
given  set  of  reverse  dies,  and  one  number  at  random  dropped  out  of  the  cage  during 
each  rotation.  The  lettered  squares  were  thoroughly  shaken  in  a  large  box  and  with¬ 
drawn  at  random.  Each  simulation  proceeded  by  first  choosing  a  number  to  represent 
the  average  number  of  dies  in  the  security  box,  lor  instance  24  dies.  In  this  simulation 
letters  from  A  through  X  were  placed  in  the  box  and  spheres  from  1  to  24  in  the  cage. 
Then  a  die-lifetime  of  four  days  was  chosen  for  the  simulation;  since  there  were  about 
479  obverse  dies,  then  there  were  approximately  4  x  479  =  1916  die-days.  Since  the 
mint  produced  Crepusius  denarii  for  about  127  days  according  to  Buttrey,  then

producing  coins,  assuming  one  worker  for  each  pair  of  dies).  In  the  simulation  16 
“anvils”  were  used. 


The  simulation,  then,  comprised  24  “dies”  in  the  box  each  “night”,  16  “dies” 
in  use  each  “day”  (16  die-combinations  per  day),  an  average  of  four  obverse  and  four 
reverse  “dies”  removed  per  day,  and  a  lifetime  ot  four  days  for  each  “die”.  The 
simulation  proceeded  by  choosing  16  pairs  of  letters  and  numbers;  each  die-combina¬ 
tion  was  recorded  for  the  first  “day”,  and  the  numbers  and  letter  returned  to  their 
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respective  ‘"die  boxes”.  Then  the  next  “day”,  sixteen  new  pairs  of  numbers  and  letters 
were  withdrawn  from  the  “die-boxes”,  the  die-combinations  recorded,  and  the 
“dies”  returned  to  the  “die-boxes”.  As  soon  as  a  given  “die”  (letter  or  number)  had 
been  used  four  times  (four  “days”),  it  was  retired  from  use,  and  a  new  and  different 
letter  or  number  was  used.  Since  the  number  of  letters  was  limited,  a  second  alphabet 
was  identified  by  small  pieces  of  masking  tape  affixed  to  each  letter.  In  this  way  a  large 
number  of  letters  was  available. 

Each  simulation  was  carried  out  for  15  to  18  “days”  in  order  to  gather  at  least  25 
groups  of  obverse  “die-finks”  (individual  letters  with  four  different  numbers).  The 
ranges  of  the  numbers  for  each  of  the  25  letters  was  recorded,  and  the  average  and 
standard  deviation  calculated.  The  letters  initially  in  the  “die-box”  were  omitted 
from  the  average  because  they  were  not  necessarily  representative  of  the  statistics 
obtained  once  the  simulation  had  proceeded  for  several  “days”. 

Table  VI  contains  data  obtained  for  Crepusius  denarii  compared  with  simulations 
of  random  letters  and  numbers.  The  fact  that  there  are  thirteen  groups  of  obverse 
Crepusius  dies  having  four  or  more  known,  different  reverse  die  numbers  indicates 
the  average  lifetime  for  Crepusius  dies  must  have  been  more  than  one  day.  Indeed,  if 
the  lifetime  had  been  only  one  day  (about  12  hours  of  actual  use),  then  there  would  be 
two  or  three  reverse  dies  per  obverse  die  on  the  average,  since  each  die  would  likely 
be  used  on  two  different  days  and  since  one  reverse  die  would  usually  crack  during  the 
use  of  an  obverse  die  and  be  replaced  with  a  new  reverse  die.  Only  very  rarely  would 
there  be  four  or  more  reverse  dies  for  a  given  obverse  die.  Therefore,  the  average  die¬ 
lifetime  of  Crepusius  denarii  must  have  been  more  than  one  day  because  there  are 
several  groups  of  four  and  five  reverse  dies  known  for  one  obverse  die,  and  in  one  case 
seven  reverse  dies  for  one  obverse  die ! 

The  simulations  recorded  in  Table  VI  do  not  reproduce  actual  conditions  exactly 
since  in  the  Roman  mint  dies  broke  during  the  day  and  were  replaced  right  away 
rather  than  in  the  simulation  where  effectively  all  the  dies  “broke”  at  the  end  of  the 
day.  Also  the  die-lifetime  varied  whereas  in  the  simulation  it  is  made  to  be  a  constant. 
However,  in  spite  of  these  differences,  the  simulations  indicate  that  there  was  most 
probably  an  average  lifetime  of  about  four  days  per  die,  and  probably  sixteen  die  pairs 
were  in  use  at  any  given  time  with  about  28  obverse  and  28  reverse  dies  being  stored  in 
the  security  die  boxes  over  night.  These  statistics  correspond  to  about  75  doublc-die- 
links  for  Crepusius  coins  based  on  600  coins:  525  coins  in  the  Buttrcy  survey,  which 
did  not  contain  double-die-links,  and  75  double-die-links  make  600  coins,  and  the

5.0  reverse  dies  per  obverse  die,  or  a  lifetime  of  about  three 


and  a  half  to  four  days.  If  there  were  an  average  of  six  reverse  dies  per  obverse  die 
(still  a  lifetime  of  about  4.5  days  per  die),  then  the  number  of  double-die-links  should 
be  about  60.  Counting  the  known  number  of  double-die-links  of  Crepusius  denarii 
will  enable  a  more  reliable  calculation  to  be  made  of  the  total  number  of  die-combina¬ 
tions  and  the  average  number  of  reverse  dies  per  obverse  die  and  hence  the  average 
lifetime  of  an  obverse  die. 


Conclusion 

An  equation  has  been  independently  derived  to  calculate  approximately  the  total 
number  of  obverse  and  reverse  dies  for  a  given  issue  provided  a  large  enough  sample  of 
coins  is  available  so  that  several  die  links  arc  known.  This  equation  is  valid  even  when 
the  coin  production  per  die  is  highly  variable.  The  total  number  of  die-combinations, 
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and  hence  the  average  number  of  reverse  dies  per  obverse  die,  also  may  be  calculated 
if  there  are  at  least  several  double-die-links  in  a  sample  of  coins.  An  empirical  equation 
has  been  given  to  enable  calculation  of  the  approximate  standard  deviation  for  the 
number  of  calculated  dies.  The  computer  programs  available  from  the  authors  should 
enable  further  numismatic  problems  to  be  simulated  by  random  numbers.  Use  of  the 
equations  presented  here  should  provide  an  improved  picture  of  details  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  ancient  mints. 

In  the  future  numismatists  should  always  record  the  number  and  type  of  double¬ 
die-links  as  well  as  the  numbers  of  obverse  and  reverse  die-links  and  the  specific  die- 
combinations.

We  are  always  interested  to  hear  from  our  readers,  whether  they  like  what  they  are 
reading,  agree  with  it  or  disagree  with  it  -  in  the  latter  instance  it  is  only  by  letting  us  know 
this  that  we  can  perhaps  take  suitable  steps  to  rectify  our  sins  of  ‘omission  or  commission'.

A  lot  of  post  comes  into  Audley  House  every  day,  but  the  Editors  will  not  be  found  to  be 
complaining  if  our  readers  add  to  it  -  that  is  what  all  helps  to  make  the  Bulletin  the  interest¬ 
ing  publication  that  it  is  with  a  world  wide  readership.  The  sheer  fact  that  we  have  subscribers 
in  over  70  countries  means  that  someone,  somewhere  out  there  likes  us,  and  that  is  what  we 
want,  so  -  don’t  forget  to  write!

Royal  Mint  unveils  coin  fit  for  a  Queen  Mother.  The  Guardian,  25  June. 

The  Royal  Mint,  known  to  its  workers  as  The  Factory  and  in  command  of  a  68  per  cent 
export  business,  yesterday  explained  how  the  Queen  Mother’s  eightieth  birthday  crown  piece 
will  do  more  than  honour  a  gracious  lady. 

Dr  Jeremy  Gerhard,  deputy  master  and  comptroller  of  the  Mint  in  Llantrisant,  near 
Cardiff  said  that  up  to  250,000  pieces  of  silver  would  be  produced  at  more  than  £28  each, 
another  250,000  uncirculated  coins  at  £1.75  each,  and  a  further  10  million  or  so  coins  which 
are  expected  to  go  into  ordinary  circulation,  some  of  them  finding  their  way  into  the  hands  of 
foreign  collectors. 

Such  were  the  economic  realities  behind  the  Queen’s  Royal  Proclamation,  made  yesterday 
under  Section  Three,  A  to  D,  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1971,  and  announced  in  an  answer  to  a 
parliamentary  question.  It  calls  for  the  new  coin  and  lays  down  the  weights  of  various  metals 
used  to  a  hundredth  of  a  gram.

For  the  past  three  months  the  new  crown  has  been  produced  at  the  Mint  on  machines 
which  can  strike  only  180  a  minute,  compared  with  500  a  minute  for  lOp  pieces  and  the  like. 

Four  million  coins  for  ordinary  circulation  have  so  far  been  made  to  the  new  Queen 
Mother  design,  and  the  Mint  will  make  at  least  another  3  million.  They  will  be  issued  on 
August  4,  the  Queen  Mother's  birthday. 

Professor  Richard  Guyatt,  aged  64.  Rector  of  the  Royal  College  of  Art.  who  won  a  com 
petition  for  the  coin's  design,  spent  a  couple  of  months  on  his  version,  which  includes  the 
head  of  the  Queen  Mother  with  elements  from  her  coat  of  arms  -  bows  and  lions  -  radiating 
from  it  rather  like  the  spokes  of  a  w'heel. 

‘It  was  rather  a  rushed  job.  but  I  hope  I  have  produced  something  sunny  and  regal  and 
grand,'  he  said. 

The  suggestion  for  the  commemorative  crown  came  from  the  Mint  itself,  ever  vigilant  for 
the  possibility  of  special  coins,  and  not  from  Buckingham  Palace,  although  the  Duke  of  Edin 
burgh  chaired  the  selection  committee  which  declared  Professor  Guyatt  the  winner. 

Mint  officials  yesterday  sang  the  new  crown's  praises.  ‘It  is  marvellous  value  as  a 
collector's  item.'  one  said. 

Sixpence  is  no  longer  legal  tender.  Daily  Telegraph,  1  July. 

The  sixpenny  piece  -  the  'tanner,'  -  which  came  into  existence  in  1551.  went  out  of  circula¬ 
tion  at  midnight  and  is  no  longer  legal  tender.  Of  the  estimated  140  million  still  around,  those 
which  return  to  the  Royal  Mint  will  be  melted  down. 

Many  will  be  kept  as  souvenirs,  although  only  those  in  perfect  condition  are  worth  keeping 
as  collectors’  items.  Since  1947  sixpences  have  contained  no  silver,  being  made  of  cupro¬ 
nickel.  The  coin  is  the  latest  to  fall  victim  to  decimalisation  and  the  effects  of  inflation,  being 
worth  only  2|p  at  its  demise. 

In  its  429  year  history,  the  sixpence  has  been  one  of  Britain's  favourite  coins,  being  sung 
about,  spun  in  the  air  for  countless  bets,  left  under  the  pillows  of  children  who  lost  a  tooth 
and,  in  the  case  of  one  major  chain  store,  helping  create  a  fortune.  Woolworth's  used  to  have 
the  slogan:  ‘The  3d  and  6d  stores.’ 

In  1889,  London  dockers  struck  in  support  of  a  demand  for  a  minimum  wage  of  6d  an 
hour.  Known  as  the  dockers'  ‘tanner  strike,'  this  action  by,  then,  largely  unorganised  workers 
closed  the  docks  for  nearly  six  weeks.  They  won,  and  their  strike  represented  the  beginning  of 
unionism  in  the  docks. 
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The  Coins  of  the  Ancient  Celts.  By  D.  F.  Allen,  edited  by  Daphne  Nash.  Edinburgh,  Edin 
burgh  University  Press,  1980.  9{  x  6j  ins.  265  pp.  41  plates,  29  figs.,  18  maps.  £12  (By  post 
£13). 

When  Derek  Allen  died  in  1975  the  world  of  Celtic  numismatics  lost  one  of  its  foremost 
scholars  with  an  international  reputation.  His  early  years  had  been  spent  in  the  Department 
of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the  British  Museum,  where  he  had  produced  the  catalogue  of  Cross 
and  Crosslets  ('Tealby')  type  coins  of  Henry  II.  His  interest  in  and  study  of  Celtic  coins  never 
left  him,  despite  the  fact  that  after  the  war  he  entered  and  rose  to  high  ofTice  in  the  ranks  of 
the  Civil  Service.  Retiring  early  from  there  he  went  on  to  be  an  outstanding  Secretary  of  the 
British  Academy.  All  the  while  he  continued  to  publish  penetrating  and  valuable  papers  on 
the  Celtic  coinage.  His  bibliography  (in  Numismatic  Chronicle  1976,  pp.  259-71)  shows  the 
breadth  of  his  interests  as  well  as  his  major  contributions  to  the  field  of  his  major  love,  Celtic 
coins,  to  that  date.  Several  pieces  were  published  posthumously. 

In  1964  he  was  invited  to  deliver  the  Rhind  Lectures  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  on  the 
subject  of  The  Coins  of  the  Ancient  Celts.  It  was  a  signal  honour  bestowed  upon  a 
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numismatist  by  a  university  noted  for  its  Celtic  studies  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Stuart 
Piggott,  whose  own  inspiration  in  this  field  is  marked  by  the  numbers  of  his  former  pupils 
who  now  hold  chairs  of  archaeology  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  Derek  Allen  had  intended 
that  his  notes  for  the  lectures  would  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  book  on  Celtic  coinage.  In  1964 
Celtic  coinage  studies  were  far  less  advanced  than  they  are  now,  and  Allen  himself  published 
several  major  papers  cn  particular  areas  of  the  coinage  after  that  date,  all  of  which  he  had 
hoped  to  integrate  into  his  final  publication.  Not  only  was  he  working  on  this  at  the  time  of 
his  death  but  also  on  the  compilation  of  his  proposed  magisterial  catalogue  in  several  volumes 
of  the  British  Museum  collection  (this  is  now  under  the  aegis  of  Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent).  Almost  as 
an  aside  and  appetiser  there  was  also  his  small  but  nevertheless  valuable  picture  book  ‘An 
Introduction  to  Celtic  Coins’.  The  present  reviewer  has  happy  memories  of  discussing  some 
of  the  points  with  him  when  he  would  produce  a  sheaf  of  notes  from  the  depths  of  a 
voluminous  canvas  holdall. 

At  Derek  Allen’s  death  the  material  for  this  book  existed  only  as  a  series  of  annotated  texts 
of  the  original  lectures,  and  over  200  slides  to  illustrate  them.  His  first  lecture  had  been 
revised  and  enlarged  to  serve  as  the  introduction  to  the  book,  and  his  bibliography  was  up-to- 
date  to  1971.  It  was  a  happy  decision  indeed  that  led  the  British  Academy  to  invite  Dr. 
Daphne  Nash  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum  to  prepare  Derek  Allen’s  text  and  revisions  for  the 
press  and  to  update  the  bibliography.  The  result  is  a  true  monument  to  Derek  Allen’s 
scholarship  and  an  obvious  labour  of  love  on  her  part. 

The  book  is  divided  into  eight  chapters:  Prolegomena  to  the  Study  of  Celtic  Coinage;  The 
Silver  Belt;  The  Gold  Belt;  Spain  and  Narbonensis;  Subsidiary  Coinage  of  Silver  and  Bronze; 
Coin  Legends;  Coin  Types,  and  a  Select  Bibliography  of  Celtic  Numismatics.  On  the  41 
plates  over  600  coins  are  illustrated,  the  majority  of  them  being  taken  from  British  collections 
-  Derek  Allen’s  own  wish,  and  several  of  them  from  his  own  coins  now  housed  in  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford.  The  quality  of  the  plates,  a  most  necessary  feature  in  a  work  of 
this  nature,  is  very  good  overall,  although  there  are  a  few  where  there  does  seem  to  be  an 
undue  excess  of  white  space.  The  numerous  maps  are  simply  drawn  as  basic  outlines  which 
have  a  welcome  clarity  in  demonstrating  distributions  of  types  and  names.  Most  of  the  figures 
are  concerned  with  illustrating  enlargements  of  the  coins,  or  individual  details  of  them,  in  a 
clear,  pleasant  grey  tone  which  somehow  seems  so  much  easier  to  understand  and  assimulate 
than  the  conventional  black  and  white;  others  of  the  figures  provide  interesting  tables  of 
weights  and  invaluable  representations  of  the  scripts  used  in  various  areas  of  the  Celtic  world 
on  the  coins.  The  extremely  useful  Synoptic  time  chart,  figure  1,  was  obviously  designed  to  be 
a  right  hand  page  which  could  be  easily  read  by  turning  the  book  landscape.  However,  by 
locating  it  on  a  left  hand  page  it  means  that  the  reader  has  to  turn  the  book  completely  upside 
down  in  order  to  be  able  to  read  the  chart  with  any  ease.  As  it  is  all  the  internal  lettering  on 
the  chart  is  printed  upside  down  to  the  direct  view  of  the  page. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  date  at  which  the  original  lectures  were  given  and  the  fact  that  Derek 
Allen  was  sadly  prevented  from  finishing  the  task  that  he  had  set  himself,  this  is  a  remarkable 
book  on  the  subject  in  its  breadth  of  coverage  and  vision.  Nowhere  else  will  such  a  synthesis 
be  found  so  well  presented  and  easily  available.  Chapter  8,  the  Select  Bibliography,  covers  38 
pages  and  is  not  just  a  tabulation  of  authors  and  titles.  A  great  deal  of  thought  and  care  has 
obviously  gone  into  its  compilation.  Essentially  it  takes  the  place  of  footnotes  in  the  text  and 
is  arranged  therefore  in  the  same  order  as  the  first  five  chapters  of  the  book,  based  upon 
geographical  divisions.  Most  of  the  literature  on  the  subject  of  Celtic  coins  is  to  be  found 
widely  scattered  in  periodical  articles  rather  than  in  published  books,  and  not  all  the  articles 
are  solely  in  numismatic  journals.  By  structuring  the  Bibliography  in  this  way  Dr.  Nash  has 
performed  a  major  service  to  the  listing  of  the  literature  on  Celtic  coins,  let  alone  her  immense 
contribution  in  undertaking  the  entire  task  of  the  book.  For  this  she  cannot  be  thanked 
enough  for  having  realised  Derek  Allen’s  wishes  so  admirably  and,  in  so  doing,  creating  a 
worthy  monument  to  a  sadly  missed  scholar  and  friend  of  so  many  numismatists.

Do  not  be  deterred  or  misled  by  the  Danish  title  of  this  book  -  it  is  a  bi  lingual  text.  Queen 
Margrethe  II  of  Denmark  has  been  interested  in  archaeology  since  her  early  girlhood,  she  has 
participated  in  archaeological  excavations,  studied  archaeology  at  Cambridge  University 
1960-61,  and  is  a  Royal  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  London.  This  book  was 
happily  conceived  as  a  tribute  to  Her  Majesty  upon  the  occasion  of  her  fortieth  birthday,  and 
presents  a  selection  of  Danefae  treasure  trove  recovered  in  Denmark  during  the  last  forty 
years,  and  what  a  treasure  it  is!  The  objects  are  splendid,  the  photography  and  colour 
reproduction  superb.  The  finds  cover  all  periods  of  Denmark's  chequered  history,  from  the 
touching  burial  7000  years  ago  of  a  young  mesolithic  mother  and  her  stillborn  child,  the  latter 
buried  beside  her  laid  on  a  swan's  wing  and  with  his  father's  best  flint  dagger,  through 
marvellous  gold  and  bronze  Celtic  objects,  Roman  Iron  Age  pieces.  Viking,  medieval,  and  up 
into  the  early  seventeenth  century  A.D. 

Many  treasures  of  gold  and  silver  are  especially  featured,  both  bullion  hoards  and  coin 
hoards.  Twenty-six  of  the  magnificent  colour  plates  are  concerned  with  hoards  of  numismatic 
interest.  There  are  fantastic  groups  of  material  ranging  from  Roman  gold,  Anglo-Saxon 
pennies  and  medieval  English  gold,  a  fourteenth-century  hoard  of  81,422  coins  (the  largest 
hoard  found  so  far  in  Denmark),  talers  from  a  seventeenth  century  haunted  house,  and  many 
more.  Each  group  is  featured  as  a  full  page  colour  plate  with  the  facing  text  in  Danish  and 
English,  and  the  English  text  is  full  and  detailed.  At  the  end  of  the  book  a  series  of  short 
entries  give  full  museum  and  bibliographical  references  for  the  material  illustrated. 

The  book  is  not  only  a  delight  to  handle  and  look  at  in  its  superb  illustrations  and  produc¬ 
tion.  it  is  a  notable  contribution  to  presenting  a  broad  view  of  the  treasures  of  Danish 
archaeology  and  numismatics.

THE  ANCIENT  OLYMPIC  GAMES 

PETER  CLAYTON 

According  to  Greek  legend  the  first  Games  were  instituted  by  Herakles  in  honour  of  Zeus. 
Herakles  had  successfully  completed  one  of  his  Twelve  Labours,  the  cleaning  of  the  cattle 
stables  of  King  Augeas  of  Elis,  by  diverting  the  river  Alpheios  from  its  course  and  through 
the  stables.  He  then  made  a  clearing  in  a  grove  and  laid  out  the  boundaries  of  the  Altis.  the 
sacred  grove.  The  site  of  ancient  Olympia  lies  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river  Alpheios  east  of 
its  junction  with  the  river  Kladeos,  and  with  the  tall  hill  of  Kronos  (named  after  the  father  of 
Zeus)  to  its  north.  In  actuality  the  origin  of  the  Games  probably  lies  in  the  funeral  games  that 
were  held,  such  as  Homer  describes.  The  grave  and  sanctuary  of  the  local  hero  Pelops  lay 
within  the  sacred  Altis.  Traditionally  the  Games  were  founded  in  776  B.C..  although  another 
legend  puts  them  back  into  the  ninth  century  when  King  Iphitos  of  Elis  sent  to  the  Delphic 
Oracle  for  advice  as  to  how  he  could  end  the  civil  war  that  was  wracking  Greece.  The 
priestess  replied  that  he  should  restore  the  Olympic  Games,  and  a  truce  be  declared  for  their 
duration;  this  was  later  extended  to  three-months  duration  to  cover  the  period  before  the 
Games  began  and  after  they  ended  to  protect  athletes  and  people  travelling  to  and  from  them. 
The  custom  was  for  three  heralds  to  be  sent  out  from  Elis  to  all  the  Greek  states  before  the 
start  of  the  festival.  They  would  proclaim  the  exact  date  of  the  start  of  the  Games,  and  were 
known  as  the  Truce  Bearers,  Spondophoroi.  Thus  every  four  years  from  776  B.C.  down  until 
A.D.  395  athletes  and  visitors  made  their  way  to  Olympia,  some  from  the  very  ends  of  the 
Greek  world,  from  Spain  and  Africa. 
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All  the  contests  in  the  Games  are  to  be  seen  illustrated  on  much  of  the  pottery  and  the 
bronzes  surviving  from  the  Greek  and  Roman  world.  In  many  instances  the  prizes  additional 
to  the  victor's  wreath,  great  pottery  amphorae,  have  survived.  They  show  on  one  side  a  figure 
of  a  fighting  Athene  and  on  the  other  a  representation  of  the  event  for  which  they  were 
awarded.  Many  examples  can  be  closely  dated  by  virtue  of  the  magistrates'  names  that  were 
added  to  them,  and  they  have  been  found  in  tombs  as  far  afield  as  the  Etruscan  sites  of  Vulci 
and  Cerveteri  and  even  at  Benghazi  in  North  Africa. 

A  number  of  Greek  coins,  and  some  Roman  ones,  refer  to  the  events  that  formed  part  of 
the  Games,  or  show  scenes  that  are  relevant  to  them.  The  finest  without  doubt  are  the  superb 
dekadrachms  (ten-drachm  pieces)  of  Syracuse  in  Sicily  which  have  as  their  obverse  a  four 
horse  chariot  (quadriga)  proceeding  to  the  left.  Both  ‘fast’  and  ‘slow'  quadrigas  are 
represented  and  the  goddess  Nike  (Victory)  is  shown  flying  to  crown  the  victorious 
charioteer.  On  some  specimens  there  are  trophies  of  arms  in  the  exergue  beneath  the  chariot, 
and  the  Greek  for  ‘prizes'.  Several  cities  in  Magna  Graecia  (South  Italy  and  Sicily)  were  very 
successful  in  the  Games  and  recorded  their  triumphs  on  their  coins.  On  silver  coins  of  Himera 
of  c.  464  B.C.  there  is  a  two-horse  chariot  inscribed  ‘Pelops’  -  a  reference  to  the  local  hero  of 
Olympia.  The  coin  commemorates  a  man  named  Ergoteles  who  won  the  chariot  race  at  about 
this  time.  The  local  princes  of  Magna  Graecia  prized  their  horses  and  horsemanship  almost 
above  anything  else,  and  were  noted  for  their  horse  handling  and  breeding.  One  of  the  best 
known  bronze  statues  from  antiquity,  the  charioteer  of  Delphi,  once  formed  part  of  a  life- 
sized  chariot  group  dedicated  about  474  B.C.  by  a  ‘tyrant'  of  Syracuse  who  had  achieved 
success  in  the  Games. 

Allied  to  the  chariot  race  was  the  rather  curious  mule-cart  race  which  was  probably  foisted 
on  the  Eleans  by  the  Greeks  of  South  Italy,  especially  of  Sicily,  who  were  noted  for  their 
breeding  of  mules.  The  Eleans  did  not  approve  of  the  race,  the  apene .  and  it  only  survived 
fourteen  Olympiads.  It  is  commemorated  on  the  silver  coins  of  Rhegium  and  Messana.  The 
local  tyrant,  Anaxilas,  won  the  race  in  c.  480  B.C.  and  the  cart  with  its  mule  and  driver  in  his 
curious  hunched  position  with  his  knees  drawn  up  in  front  of  him  appears  on  the  coins.  After 
the  end  of  the  tyranny  Rhegium  abandoned  the  type  but  Messana  continued  it  on  its  coins 
fifty  years  later  as  a  sign  of  the  prestige  accruing  to  the  town  offered  by  an  Olympic  victory. 
Other  coins  of  South  Italy  feature  the  ‘get-off-and-run'  race  on  the  silver  pieces  of  Tarentum, 
c.  285  B.C.  The  horseman  is  shown  mounted  and  holding  a  circular  shield.  In  the  actual  event 
he  had  to  jump  off  the  horse  and  run  beside  it  for  the  last  stretch.  The  founder  of  the  Games, 
Herakles,  appears  most  notably  on  the  coins  of  Heraclea  as  a  standard  type  on  the  silver 
where  he  is  shown  strangling  the  Nemean  lion,  another  of  his  Twelve  Labours.  The  type  was 
also  popular  on  the  bronze  coins,  and  may  have  been  based  on  a  now  lost  statue  of  the  hero. 

The  Eleans,  responsible  for  the  Games,  issued  fine  coins  from  their  city  of  Elis. 
Appropriately  they  feature  the  head  of  Zeus  as  the  major  obverse  type,  and  his  eagle  standing 
atop  the  capital  of  an  Ionic  column  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse  is  probably  based  on  the  great 
thirteen-metres-high  cryselephantine  statue  of  the  god,  created  by  Pheidias,  which  was  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  World.  His  wife,  Hera,  also  appears  on  the  Elean 
coins  and  also  a  female  head  personifying  Olympia  and  a  running,  winged  Nike  (Victory).  In 
365  B.C.  the  Pisatans  and  the  Arcadians  seized  Olympia  and  staged  the  Games  the  following 
year  before  control  returned  to  the  Eleans.  In  the  meantime  the  Pisatans  had  raided  the 
Treasury  and  used  the  stolen  metal  to  pay  their  troops.  Their  shortlived  supremacy  was  com¬ 
memorated  by  a  rare  issue  of  small  gold  coins  with  the  head  of  Zeus  on  the  obverse  and  his 
thunderbolt  on  the  reverse. 

Philip  II  of  Macedon  was  very  successful  with  his  horses  at  the  Games.  He  won  the  two- 
horse  chariot  race  several  times  and  also  the  jockey  race  in  the  year  of  Alexander’s  birth 
both  victories  are  referred  to  by  appropriate  types  on  his  gold  and  silver  coins. 

The  well  known  type  of  a  discus  thrower  that  appears  on  the  fifth  century  silver  coins  of 
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the  island  of  Cos  probably  refers  to  a  local  victory,  and  beside  the  thrower  stands  a  cauldron 
on  a  tripod  that  was  the  prize  awarded. 

Wrestling  was  a  very  popular  sport  and  a  fine  representation  occurs  on  the  silver  pieces  of 
Aspendos  in  Pamphylia,  c.  375  B.C.  Almost  five  hundred  years  later  a  bronze  drachm  piece 
of  the  reign  of  Antoninus  Pius  from  the  mint  of  Alexandria  shows  Herakles  grappling  with 
the  giant  Antaios  in  a  body  lift.  Nero  struck  billon  tetradrachms  at  Alexandria  in  A.D.  67/68 
which  featured  the  head  of  Olympian  Zeus  closely  resembling  himself.  This  almost  certainly 
alludes  to  Nero's  infamous  victory  in  the  chariot  race  at  Olympia.  He  entered  a  ten-horse 
team,  was  thrown  from  the  chariot,  helped  to  remount,  failed  to  finish  the  course,  and  was 
declared  the  winner  -  on  the  grounds  that  had  he  finished  he  would  have  won!  After  his 
suicide  in  A.D.  68  these  Games  were  declared  invalid  and  his  name  removed  from  the  list  of 
victors.  Added  to  which,  his  short-lived  successor,  Galba,  ordered  the  judges  to  repay  the 
250,000  drachma  bribe  that  they  had  received. 

A  number  of  the  bronze  Roman  provincial  coins  refer  to  games,  mainly  local  ones  since  a 
city  could  petition  and  negotiate  for  the  right  to  call  its  own  festival  ‘Olympic'  if  it  met  the 
requirements.  A  coin  from  Ankyra  (modern  Ankara),  Galatia,  of  c.  A.D.  215  shows  the 
athletes  drawing  lots  from  an  urn.  Several  third  century  A.D.  issues  from  Attalea,  Prusa  and 
Tralles,  all  cities  in  Asia  Minor,  feature  tables  with  victors'  wreaths  and  urns  on  them,  often 
with  the  inscription  ‘sacred'  or  ‘Olympic'. 

There  were  other  games  staged  for  special  events  in  the  ancient  world  -  Hera,  wife  of  Zeus, 
had  games  held  in  her  honour  at  her  cult  centre  at  Argos,  famous  for  its  Heraion  and  the 
statue  of  the  goddess.  The  Roman  emperor  Philip  I  (244-249)  staged  most  elaborate  games 
and  festivities,  the  Saecular  Games,  on  the  occasion  of  Rome's  millennium.  Many  of  his 
coins,  and  those  of  his  wife  Octacilia  Severa,  feature  the  different  kinds  of  animals  that  were 
imported  for  the  festival  as  their  reverse  types. 

The  ancient  Olympic  Games  were  probably  not  staged  later  than  A.D.  393  when 
Theodosius  I  banned  all  pagan  festivals.  Nature  herself  took  a  hand  when  the  sanctuary  at 
Olympia  was  torn  apart  in  the  fourth  century  A.D.  by  two  massive  earthquakes.  The  river 
Kladeos  burst  its  banks  and  changed  it  course  to  run  through  the  site,  and  the  Alpheios  also 
flooded  it.  The  result  was  that  the  sanctuary  became  forgotten,  hidden  under  some  twelve  feet 
of  river  silt,  until  it  was  rediscovered  in  the  early  nineteenth  century  and  excavations  were 
begun  in  1875  by  a  German  archaeological  expedition  -  and  have  continued  ever  since.  The 
early  reports  of  the  excavations  fired  the  imagination  of  the  Baron  Pierre  de  Coubertin,  and 
largely  due  to  his  efforts  the  first  modern  Olympic  Games  were  held  in  Athens  in  1896. 

A  most  interesting  and  beautifully  designed  exhibition  on  The  Ancient  Olympic  Games  is 
currently  on  show  at  the  British  Museum  until  26  October  (admission  free).  The  centre  piece 
is  a  specially  commissioned  model  of  the  site  of  ancient  Olympia  as  it  would  have  appeared 
about  100  B.C.,  made  to  a  scale  of  1-200.  Around  the  model,  in  an  appropriately  light  and 
airy  setting,  the  spectacle  and  excitement  of  the  athletic  events  is  brought  to  life  in  lively 
scenes  on  Greek  painted  pottery  (some  of  the  amphorae  being  the  actual  prizes  won),  bronze 
statuettes  of  the  gods  and  participants,  marble  sculptures,  original  pieces  of  sports  equipment 
that  had  been  dedicated  by  the  victors,  and  smaller  pieces  such  as  the  carved  gemstones  and 
the  coins  described  above.  There  is  a  handbook  to  the  exhibition  written  by  Judith  Swaddling 
of  the  Department  of  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities  entitled  The  Ancient  Olympic  Games. 
Profusely  illustrated,  and  extremely  readable,  it  is  available  only  at  the  British  Museum,  price 
£2.95. 

This  month's  Bulletin  especially  features  a  number  of  ancient  coins  mentioned  above  for  the 
collector  who  may  be  tempted  into  a  thematic  approach  to  the  fascinating  world  of  Greek 
coins.

In  his  note  on  reports  on  counterfeit  British  currency  taken  from  the  Shrewsbury  Chronicle 
(June  Bulletin),  E.  J.  Priestley  suggests  that  these  ‘are  probably  copied  from  other  papers 
printed  in  London  or  Birmingham'.  T  his  suggestion  is  strongly  supported  by  my  work  on  the 
Leicester  Journal.  The  Shrewsbury  account  of  16  August  1811  appears  verbatim  in  the 
Leicester  Journal  of  the  same  date  and  the  Shrewsbury  accounts  of  26  June  1812  and  25  July 
1817  appear  with  only  trivial  differences  in  the  Leicester  Journal  of  26  June  1812  (i.e.  the 
same  date)  and  8  August  1817  (a  fortnight  later),  although  the  Leicester  account  of  26  June 
1812  contains  an  extra  and  significant  sentence  in  its  account  of  how  to  detect  counterfeit 
eighteen  penny  pieces: 

‘Another  criterion  for  judging  of  counterfeits,  is,  that  in  the  genuine  tokens,  the  dashes 
from  the  rim  touch  exactly  on  the  upper  part  of  the  letter  r  in  the  word  Rex  in  the  exergue, 
whereas  in  the  counterfeits  the  dash  goes  between  the  a  in  Gratia,  and  the  r  in  Rex’. 

However,  six  of  the  Shrewsbury  accounts  of  counterfeit  coins  and  tokens  do  not  occur  in  the 
Leicester  Journal  and,  conversely,  four  of  the  Leicester  Journal  accounts  do  not  occur  in  the 
Shrewsbury  Chronicle.  Since  none  of  these  refer  specifically  to  either  Leicester  or  Shrewsbury 
the  suggestion  must  be  that  they  again  derive  from  other  papers,  but  that  they  were  only 
noticed  or  thought  worth  copying  by  one  of  the  editors. 

Finally  it  is  worth  reproducing  one  of  the  Leicester  accounts  since  it  describes 
counterfeiters  caught  in  the  act.  It  presumably  derives  from  a  Birmingham  paper  and 
appeared  in  the  Leicester  Journal,  29  July  1814. 

‘On  Saturday  last,  Mr.  Payn,  attended  by  several  assistants,  entered  the  the  isic]  premises 
of  Samuel  and  James  Ingley,  situated  in  the  Lower  Priory,  in  Birmingham,  and  found  them 
at  work  stamping  the  blanks  of  three  shilling  pieces,  a  great  number  of  which  were  in  a 
state  ready  for  circulation.  They  are  very  well  executed,  ring  well  and  shrill,  and  are  of  the 
date  of  1811.  The  offenders  were  secured  and  lodged  in  prison,  with  a  large  quantity  of 
blanks  and  finished  pieces,  and  on  Monday  they  were  brought  up  for  examination,  and 
committed  to  the  county  gaol.' 

A  CLOSE  SHAVE  FOR  SAINT  THEODULE

The  coin  illustrated  is  a  silver  Dicken  (the  Swiss  equivalent  of  the  French  Teston)  minted  by 
Niklaus  Supersaxo,  who  was  Bishop  of  Sion  -  otherwise  known  as  Sitten  -  in  1496.  This 
bishopric  was  the  seat  of  considerable  power  in  what  is  now  the  Swiss  canton  of  Valais,  and 
the  episcopal  coinage  is  very  common.  As  many  of  these  coins  name,  if  they  do  not  picture. 
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the  patron  saint  and  founder  of  the  see.  Saint  Theodule,  the  reader  may  be  interested  to  know 
about  the  fascinating  myth  connected  w'ith  him. 

Historically  we  know  that  he  attended  the  Council  of  Milan  in  AD  390,  and  that  he  died  in 
39  1 ;  but  the  legend  tells  of  how  the  Pope  of  the  time  offered  him  a  bell  as  a  gift  for  his  church. 
There  was  a  difficulty  though  -  how  to  transport  it  back  from  Rome  over  the  Alps  to  Sion, 
because  this  would  have  cost  more  than  the  bell  was  worth.  However,  the  Devil  offered  to 
help  out,  and  promised  quick  transportation.  In  fact  he  offered  express  delivery  -  at  a  price.  It 
was  now  evening.  If  he  arrived  with  the  bell  in  Sion  before  cock-crow  next  morning  he  would 
receive  Theodule's  soul  for  his  reward.  Theodule  agreed  to  this  dangerous  contract,  and 
himself  hung  onto  the  bell  as  Satan  moved  off.  They  shot  over  the  10,900  foot  pass  known 
since  as  the  Theodule  Pass  and  down  towards  Sion  well  before  dawn. 

Just  as  they  were  about  to  cross  the  walls  into  Sion  itself  Theodule  shouted:  ‘Coq  chante! 
Que  tue  chantes!  Ou  que  jamais  plus  tu  ne  chantes!' 

At  this  every  cock  within  hearing  immediately  started  crowing,  and  Theodule  was  saved: 
the  story  concludes  (though  never  having  been  there  myself  I  cannot  be  certain),  cocks  in  the 
Sion  area  have  ever  since  been  in  the  habit  of  crow  ing  at  a  very  early  hour. 

The  Dicken  illustrated  shows  the  Devil  carrying  the  bell  standing  beside  St.  Theodule,  who 
holds  sword  and  crozier. 


MONEY  IN  TWELFTH  CENTURY  CUMBERLAND

Saints’  lives  are  often  a  useful  source  of  narrative  history,  especially  for  the  incidental  details 
of  daily  life  which  they  sometimes  provide.  A  case  in  point  is  Reginald’s  life  of  St.  Cuthbert1 
which  contains  a  story  of  some  interest  to  students  of  twelfth  century  coinage  and  monetary 
history,  although  it  is  a  source  not  likely  to  be  often  consulted  by  them.  The  essentials  of  the 
story  are  as  follows. 

When  Border  warfare  w-as  endemic  and  William  the  Lion  was  plundering  the  country 
around  Carlisle  the  people  frequently  sought  shelter  for  themselves  and  their  valuables  in 
churches.  At  Plumbeland,  that  is  Plumpton  Wall,  Cumberland,  where  the  church  was 
dedicated  to  St.  Cuthbert,  a  certain  Cospatric,  son  of  Ulf,  a  wealthy  knight,  deposited  a 
locked  chest  containing  many  marks  of  silver  I muharum  marcharum  collectam  in  archa 
sua.  .  .).  A  thief  entered  the  church  at  night  with  a  false  key,  picked  the  locks  on  the  chest  and 
stole  a  bag  of  money  \sacculum  nummorum  |.  The  thief  took  one  penny  from  the  bag  before 
he  hid  the  rest  underneath  some  straw'  in  a  deserted  hut,  and  later  took  the  coin  to  the  pub. 
Having  no  other  means  of  payment  [. .  .quia  precium  aliud  non  habuit.  .  .1  he  tried  to  use  the 
stolen  penny  (. .  .ipsum  nummisma  matrifamilias  pro  cibi  v el  potus  sui  commutatione 
contradidit.].  However,  the  coin  proved  to  be  a  Scottish  penny,  and  the  landlady  refused  to 
accept  the  com  of  the  foreign  invader.  |  Quae  ut  monetam  illud  Regis  Scottorum  esse  com - 
peril,  illam  accipere  abnuil,  quia  ilium  Regi  Anglorum  Henrico  illustri,  cujus  regni  terrain 
incoluit,  inimicantem  agnovit.\  Suspicion  was  aroused,  a  servant  of  Cospatric  present  in  the 
pub  recognised  the  coin  and  the  theft  was  discovered. 

A  number  of  points  may  be  worth  noting.  The  use  of  churches  for  safekeeping  occasions 
no  surprise.  There  is  plentiful  evidence  for  this  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries.  At  a 
time  and  place  when  the  church  may  have  been  practically  the  only  substantial  building  it 
would  have  been  an  obvious  stronghold.  Perhaps  slightly  more  surprising  is  the  evidence  of 
‘many  marks’  of  coin  in  the  possession  of  a  private  individual  in  a  remote  region  in  the  twelfth 
century.  The  discovery  of  coin  hoards  is  perhaps  too  often  explained  in  terms  of  military  pay¬ 
ments  or  wealthy  merchants  involved  in  long  distance  trade.  This  money,  clearly,  was  the 
property  of  a  landed  aristocrat. 
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The  coins  in  the  treasure  chest  may  probably  be  identified  by  the  date  of  the  story. 
Reginald,  author  of  the  Life ,  was  a  monk  of  Durham  in  the  second  half  of  the  twelfth  century. 
Other  events  mentioned  elsewhere  in  the  Life  may  be  dated  to  1165  and  1 172,  and  William 
the  Lion  was  actually  captured  by  the  English  in  July  1 174.  We  would  therefore  probably  be 
safe  in  assuming  that  the  coins  in  question  would  have  been  Tealby  type  pennies  and  the  first 
or  second  coinage  of  William  the  Lion.2  The  presence  of  Scottish  coin  is  not  surprising,  but  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  it  was  liable  to  be  refused  on  patriotic  grounds  during  periods  of 
Border  tension. 

The  evidence  for  the  use  of  coin  in  taverns  at  this  early  date  is  worth  especial  note.  A  penny 
would  have  bought  a  good  deal  of  beer  and  a  meal.  In  the  thirteenth  century  an  average  price 
for  beer  would  have  been  about  a  penny  a  gallon,  but  twelfth  century  prices  were  lower  still. 
The  expression  ‘because  he  had  no  other  means  of  payment’  I  quia  precium  aliud  non  habuit\ 
raises  the  possibility  of  barter,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  author  means  that  a  more  usual 
means  of  payment  would  have  been  English  coins.  It  is  hardly  likely  that  payment  in  coin  was 
itself  unusual,  for  the  thief  would  then  have  been  more  careful  not  to  attract  attention.  One 
thing  is  clear:  the ‘man’s  credit  was  not  good. 

Incidental  information  of  this  sort,  throwing  light  on  how  medieval  money  was  actually 
used,  is  not  very  common  and  the  author  would  be  grateful  to  learn  of  other  instances.
